Seventy-One German Warships, 


Including Nine Dreadnoughts, 


Surrender--Now at British Port 


British Armada of 400 War Craft Witnesses Surrender — German 
Destroyer Strikes Mine and Sinks in North Sea—Vessels 
Taken Over Anchored off Firth of Forth ; 


LONDON, Nov. 21.—Nine 


German battleships, 


five battle 


cruisers, seven light cruisers, and fifty destroyers, representing the 
main portion of Germany’s navy, surrendered to the British today. 


The surrender was made at 9 


:30 o’clock in the morning, when 


they Were taken over by the commander-in-chief of the Grand Fleet, 
Admiral Beatty, and escorted into British waters by British and 


American warships. 


The fleet ‘which witnessed the surrender con- 


sisted of 400 ships, including 60 dreadnoughts, 50 light cruisers, and 


nearly 200 destroyers, 


When on its way to surrender, a German destroyer struck a mine 


and sank in the North Sea. 
Anchored Off Firth of Forth 

EDINGBURG, Nov. 21.-—Germany’'s 
high seas fleet, after its surrender to 
the Allied navies, was brought to the 
Firth of Forth today. The British 
grand fleet and five American battle- 
ships and three French warships, in 
two long columns, escorted the 71 
German vessels to their anchorage. 

Beatty Is 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—(British Wire- 
less)——Describing the surrender of the 
German warships to the commander- 
in-chief of the grand fleet, Sir David 
Beatty, today, correspondents say that 
after all the German ships had been 
taken over the British Admiral came 
through the line on the Queen Eliza- 
beth, every Allied vessel being man- 
ned and greeting the admiral and the 
flagship with loud and ringing cheers. 

The British grand fleet put to sea 
in two single lines six miles apart and 
so formed as to enable the surrender- 
ing fleet to come up the centre. The 
leading ship of the German line was 
sighted between 9 and 10 o'clock in 
the morning. It was the Seydlitz, fly- 
ing the German naval ensign. 


JUDGE ASKS 
NEW TRIAL FOR 
T.. J. MOONEY 


Makes Request Because of Evi- | 


dences of Fraud and 
Conspiracy 


SAN FRANCISCO, Ca., Nov. 21.—A 
letter from Judge Franklin Griffin, 
who tried and sentenced Thomas J. 
Mooney, to Governor Stephens, asking 
that Mooney be given a new trial be- 
cause of evidences of fraud and con- 
spiracy against him, was made public 
here today. The letter was written 
November 19, Mooney was convicted 
of murder in connection with a bomb 
explosion here, and was to be hanged 
December 13. 

Commenting on his provious plea to 
U. S. Webb, attorney-general of the 
state, that Mooney be re-tried, Judge 
Griffin sald in the letter: 

“T believed then that simple justice 
and fair play demanded such action 
and from that position I have never 
for a moment receded, On the con- 
trary, that etand has been by later 
developments greatly strengthened.” 

In the letter Judge Griffin char- 
acterized as open to attack, the testi- 
mony of Frank C. Oxman, Durkee, 
Oregon, cattleman; Mrs, Nellie Edeau 
and her daughter Sadie and John Mc- 
Donald. 

Defense attorneys had contended 
that the testimony of these witnesses 
was subject to impeachment, and in 
Oxman’'s case, perjury had been com- 
mitted, 

“The situation of Mooney is that 
he stands condemned to death upon 
evidence concerning the truth of 
which, to say the least, there has 
arisen a very grave doubt,” the letter 
said. 

The highest courts {n the state and 
nation have declared themselves to be 
without power to relleve him, Upon 
the shoulders of the chief executive, 
therefore, rests this great responsibil- 


ity. 


WANT GERMANY 
TO GET CHANCE TO 
CLEAR ITS CONSCIENCE 


LONDON, Nov. 21.—A dispatch to 
the Mxchange Telegraph Company 
from Copenhagen says Hans Delbrueck 
and other German Conservative poli- 
ticlans have appealed to the German 
government to appoint a committee of 
impartial men, including prominent 
neutrals, to investigate accusations of 
breaches of international law by Ger- 
many during the war, 

The appeal said the investigation 
must be conducted regardless of the 
rank or dignity of the accused persons 
so that “the German people may be 
able to clear its conscience,” 


MOVE TO RAISE 
RACE QUESTION AT 
PEACE CONFERENCE

TOKIO, Wednesday, Novy. 20. 
Japanese newspapers are suggesting 
that Japan and China raise the race 
question at the forthcoming peace 
conference, with the object of seek- 
ing an agreement to the effect that in 
the future there shall be no further 
racial discrimination throughout the 
world, 

A Japanese delegation, including 
representatives of the war, navy de- 
partment and foreign ministeries and 
various experts, will soon embark at 
a Japanese port on a warship, bound 
for the peace conference by way of 
the United States. 

No announcement has yet been 
made as to whether the chief of the 
plenipotentiaries will be sent from 


Japan.

shortly before his death, according to

“The indicated military, economic 
and protective conditions are much 
more moderate than might have been 
expected from our situation. We need 
only think what our terms would have 
been had we been the victors. 

“We would have demanded the oc- 
cupation of Paris and London, We 
would have dictated peace at Bucking- 
ham palace and annexed the entire 
continent from the Ural mountains to 
the Bay of Biscay.” 


AMERICANS EASILY 
DEFEATED GERMANS 
IN AIR WARFARE 


AMERICAN HEADQU. 8 IN 
FRANCE, Nov, 21.—~When ‘hostilities 
were suspended American avitaors had 
destroyed 661 more German planes 
and 35 more German balloons than the 
Americans had lost. The total num- 
ber of enemy planes destroyed by the 
Americans was 926 and the total num- 
ber of balloons 73. 

Two hundred and sixty-five Ameri- 
can planes and 38 ballons were de- 
stroyed by the enemy. 


TWO CONVICTED 
OF ROBBING ON 
RAILWAY TRAIN 


TORONTO, Noy, 21—John Lett and 
James Gordon B. Dougall were found 
guilty by a jury in the assizes this 
afternoon of the theft of $20,000 from 
Canadian Express company messen- 
gers on a Grand Trunk train just out- 
side of Toronto. Dougall, who was 
strongly recommended to the mercy 
of the court, was remanded for sen- 
tence till tomorrow morning. 

John Lett has yet to undergo trial 
on charges of robbing the Union Bank 
and stealing an automobile. 

Walter Lett was acquitted of the 
charge of theft in connection with the 
$20,000 robbery, but will be tried on 
a charge of recelving $1,000 knowing 
the money to have been stolen. 


PRICE OF QUICKSILVER 
IS NOT TO BE FIXED 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21,—Maxi- 
mum prices upon quicksilver will not 
be fixed by the War Industries Board, 
it was announced today, but agree- 
ments now existing between quick- 
silver producers and the board will 
not be affected. 


SPECIAL REQUIREMENTS 
ON CABLES WITHDRAWN 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—#pecial re- 
quirements applying ‘to cablegrams 
regarding trans-Atlantic ship move- 
ments have been withdrawn by the 
American censorship, according to an 
announcement here tonight by the 
Commercial Cable company. Ali mer- 
cantile shipping messages exchanged 
in plain language or authorized code, 
it was stated, will be treated under 
the general censorship rather than as 
a special class.

OTTAWA, Novy. 21.—The following 
statement showing what has been ac- 
complished from a military point of 
view by the Dominion since the begin- 
ning of the war was issued by the mi- 
litia department: 

When Canada entered the war on 
August 4,1914, she had a permanent 
foree of only 3,000 men and an active 
militia of 60,000, When hostilities 
ceased on November 11, 1918, Canada 
had sent overseas 418,980 soldiers, 

At first Canada supplied a division. 
This was increased until by 1916 she 
had in France an army corps of four 
divisions, a cavalry brigade, and nu- 
merous other services, such as line of 
communication troops, and forestry 
corps. On September 30, 1918, the 
Canadian troops in France numberod 
166,260. The cavairy brigade includ- 
ed a strong draft furnished by the 
Royal Northwest Mounted Police. 


The Canadians engaged in the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and France in construct- 
ing and operating railway lines and 
in cutting down forests and milling 
the timber numbered about 50.000,

TO PLAN CONVEYING

MONTREAL, Noy. 21.—The Domin- 
ion government, after deliberation, 
have decided to have the Canadian 
war board appoint a committee that 
would make all railway arrangements 
in connection with the demobilization 
of the C, E. F. now overseas. 

The personnel of this committee has 
been so arranged that representatives 
from the three chief Canadian rail- 
ways will act together and complete 
all arrangements for the transporta- 
tion of the forces from the disembark- 
ation port of landing to their ultimate 
destination in Canada, 

H. H. Molanson will represent the 
Canadian government railways; I. W. 
Johnston the Grand Trunk, and Lieut.- 
Col. W. Maughan wil! represent the 
Cc. P, R, as chairman of the commit- 
tee. 

The headquarters of the committee 
will be in Ottawa, where the commit- 
tee will be in direct touch with the 
Canadian government. 


FLU POSITION A LITTLE 
WORSE AT WINNIPEG 


WINNIPEG, Man., Nov. 21.—Today 
Drought little change to the Influenza 
situation in Winnipeg, and little hope 
of an immediate lifting of the ban 
on public gatherings.

Was Driven Against Battle- 
ship in the Firth of 
Forth 


ALL ON BOARD SAVED 


Was Once Queen of the Seas 
—Was in the Big Fight 
off Jutland 


\ 


LONDON, Nov. 21—The steamer 
Campania, once queen of the seas, has 
sunk in the Firth of Forth, off the 
coast of Scotland. All on board the 
ship were saved. 

The Campania broke from her 
moorings during the gale and collided 
with a battleship. She sunk before 
she could be beached, The date of 
the sinking of the vessel has not been 
made public. 

The Campania, a former Cunard 
line trans-Atlantic liner, for several 
years has been the her ship for 
seaplanes in the Bri navy. In 
1893 the Campania made a then record 
voyage from New York to Queens- 
town in five days, twelve hours and 
seven minutes, cutting the time of the 
American line steamer City of Paris 
or hull had been tampered with. 

The Campania was a vessel of 12,950 
tons and was built in Glasgow in 
1892. When the war began the vessel 
was in the hands of ship dismantlers. 
All the solid Spanish mahogany fit- 
tings in her saloons and cabins had 
been removed and sold. The British 
admiralty bought the steamer at a 
good price before the @ngines. boilers 
or hull had been tampered wit. 

During the war the Campania had 
seen considerable active service. She 
was in the Jutland fight and also took 
part in the operations by the Allied 
fleets at the Dardanelles. 


BRITISH HOUSE 
PROROGUED 
ON THURSDAY 


LONDON, Nov. 21,—Parliament was 
prorogued today. The king's speech 
was read by commission, owing to his 
absence !n Scotland, and expressed 
“humble thanks to Almighty God for 
the success with which it has pleased 
Him to crown our arms.” 

The king urged continuance of the 
“exertions which have carried us to 
victory until the ravages of warfare 
are repaired and the fabric of nation- 
al prosperity is restored.”’ 

The kings’ speech was as follows: 

“My lords and gentlemen: 

“The occasion on which I address 
you marks the close of a period which 
will be forever memorable in the 
history of our country. The war on 
which all the energies of my peoples 
throughout my dominion for over 
four years have been concentrated 
has at last been brought to a triumph- 
ant {ssue. The conclusion of an arm- 
istice with the last of the powers rang- 
ed against us gives the promise ere 
long of an honorable and enduring 
peace, 

“I already have sought an opportu- 
nity of expressing the admiration and 
gratitude with which I regard the su- 
preme, self-sacrificing devotion that 
led to this glorious result. Amidst our 
rejoicing let us not forget to render 
humble thanks to Almighty God for 
the success with which it has pleased 
Him to crown our arma. 

“Gentlemen of the House of Com- 
mons: 

“I thonk you for the unfailing pa- 
triotism with which you have made 
provision for the requirements of the 
War. 

“The exertions which have carried 
us to victory must {!n no wise be abat- 
ed or slackened until the ravages of 
war are repaired and the fabric of our 
national prosperity is restored. 
Through the extension of the suf- 
frage, which this parliament has ef- 
fected, all classes of my people will 
have the opportunity of inspiring and 
guiding this benevolent undertaking. 
I trust that the spirit of unity which 
has enabled us to surmount the perils 
of war will not be wanting in the no 
less arduous task of establishing on 
the sure foundation of ogdered liberty 
the common welfare of my people. In 
bidding you farewell, I pray that the 
blessing of Almighty God may rest 
upon your labors.”

The Entente powers and the United 
Stgtes have borne the brunt of the war 
jar their representatives will outline 
|a plan of procedure for the confer- 
fence, These powers will also deter- 
mine the extent of the participation 
of other nations which have declared 
war on the Central Powers, others 
who only severed diplomatic relations, 
| still others which observed “a bene- 
volent neutrality” toward the assocta- 
ted nations and, finally, the neutral 
nations which might seek representa- 
tion on the ground that their future 
will be vitally affected by the expected 
decisions of the conference 

Each nation admitted to participa- 
tion in the conference will be re- 
garded as a unit. The number of its 
commissioners or delegates will not 
matter, nor is it expected that decis- 
; ions will be recorded on the basis of 
majority votes of these units, If the 
usual rule governing such internation- 
al gatherings are observed at Ver- 
sailles, and officials here believe they 
| will be, no attempt will be made to 
| bind minorities to the opinions held by 
|@ majority of the commissioners. Hach 
nation will be free to adhere to any 
| declaration of principles proposed to 
the conference or to withhold its 


assent, 
The Main Object 


In The Hague convention a num-

DEMAND FOR 
LIVE STOCK IN 
FRANCE GREAT 


Will Continue So for Several 
Years, Says L. Pratt, of 
Burns Company 


OTTAWA, Nov. 21.—An enormous 
demand for meats and livestock from 
France ie reported by L. Pratt, for @ix 
years Paris representative of P. Burns 
and Company, Calgary, who was tn 
Otiawa during the recent livestock 
conference. Mr. Pratt ia returning to 
France after investigating the possi- 
DBilities “i this country for supplying 
the Increased demand. 

“My personal opinion from knowl- 
edge gained on the ground,” said Mr. 
Pratt, “is that the French trade in 
meat products will be enormous for 
; Several years. There will also be a 
very large demand from Belgium and 
Italy. Unless financial credits can be 
arranged there is a danger that Can- 
ada will lose this business to the 
United States. The decline in the cat- 
} tle herds in France is estimated at 
from two to three million head... This 
deficiency cannot be made up in less 
than five to eight years. The supply 
of hogs is also greatiy depleted. 
France intends to bring in breeding 
stock to restore her herds, and is in 
the market now for large quantities 
of meats for her civilian population, 

“She has been depending upon her 
arrangement with the British govern- 
ment for her monthly supply of 86,- 
000 tons of beef for the army and has 
been killing off her own beef cattle 
for civilian use, including, inevitably, 
during the war period, large numbers 
| of the breeding stock. Recently, how. 
ever, the killing off of female calves 
has been stopped. 

“The minister of agriculture tn 
| France personally asked me for Cana- 
j}dian shipments of live animals, as 
Canada was the only country in the 
world whose cattle were not under 
French embargo, We shipped them 
15,000 head in 1915 from Alberta, but 
were prevented from continuing this 
trade for lack of shipping space. The 
demand for breeding stock is greater 
than ever now, and we hope to have 
ships soon.”

land, and did duty as a sniper for 
some time In France. He was select- 
ed by Capt. Percy Hardisty as his 
“runner” while that officer was with 
the 49th. Some months age Pte. 
Currie was promoted to the Intelll- 
rence Branch, 7th Brigade Head- 
quarters. A fow weeks ago he was 
recommended for a commission in the 
R.A.F., and had been granted a fur- 
| lourh to commence on Nov. 1st. He 
| wae only a few feet from Capt. Percy 
Beicher at the time that gallant of- 
ficer received the wounds that caused 
his death, and assisted In placing the 
body in the temporary shelter of a 
shell hole. 

Pte. Currie had a cheerful, sunny 
diéposition which endeared him to all 
of his comrades, and many of the re- 
turned members of the 138th and 49th 
battalions will regret to learn that he 
was called on to make the supreme 
sacrifice of his young life a few short 
“days before the close of the struggle 
for the Hberty and peace of the world.

Mr. Justice Walsh has handed down 
judgement in the matter of the cogn- 
ter-claim made by William Keith, the | 
defendant in the original action of 
Secord va. Keith, tried at the spring 
sitting of the civil court. At that 
time Mr. Justi.e Walsh allowed the 
claim of the plaintiff and reserved his 
Judgement untill the pr-tent on the 
counter claim of the defendant, which 
he now dismisses with costs. 

The origin«! claim of th» plaintiff, 
Robert Secord, president and princ!- 
pal shareholder of the Clover Ba: 
Sand company, was for the recovery 
of $1,020.85, being a promissory note 
made by the defendant on February 
llth, 1914. In his counter claim the 
defendant, Willlam Keith, who was 
lessee and a creditor of the Clover Bar 
Sand company, refused to honor said 
note, alleging that the plaintiff had 
fraudulently wound up the business of 
the company and had its name strick- 
en off the register of companies for 
Alberta. The learned judge held that 
from the facts submitted there was 
nothing fraudulent in the dissolution 
of the company and dismissed the 
counter claim with costs, but reserv- 
ed to the defendant the right to pro- 
ceed ggainst the plaintiff regarding 
title of ances of the company as he 
might be advised.

schools this winter, and the plan now 
is to open the schools on January 6th. 
There has been so much sickness In 
farm homes during the last few weeks 
that it was thought inadvisable to at- 
tempt to get the students away from 
home for two or three weeks’ teaching 
in December, even if it were possible 
to open the schools now.

| ‘“‘The time for the completing of contracts for those who 
have purchased on the card installment plan has also been 
extended until the ‘same date, notwithstanding the fact that 
many who have purchased on this plan have received notices 
stating that such contracts must be completed by November 
16th. 

‘Quite a number of applicants have signed cheques with- 
out having an account at the bank named in their application. 
Such applications have been returned to the bank, listed with 
‘undertakings-to-pay-cash,’ and will be held by the banks 
until November 23rd in the hope that applicants will call at 
their bank and make the first payment. 

“Those who have paid for coupon bearer bonds in full 
should call at their bank at their earliest opportunity and pro- 
cure their bonds, as they are now ready for delivery.’’

MASK NEED NOT 
BE WORN WHEN 
OUT OF DOORS 


Regulation Passed and Approved 
Limiting Its Use from Thurs- 
day—Optional Now 


At a meeting of the provincial 
board of health held Wednesday it 
was decided to vary the order dealing 
with the wearing of masks, and a 
regulation was passed which was ap- 
proved of Thursday by which the or- 
der for the wearing of masks will ap- 
ply, as In Calgary, simply to those in- 
side buildings (except in their own 
homes). This action was commun- 
cated to the Academy of Medicine at 
its meeting Wednesday evening. Med- 
icine Hat fs apparently maintaining 
the order with its original interpreta- 
tion for the present. 

The minister of health states to the 
army of workers in the outfield, who 
have been using the mask and rely- 
ing on it, that the reasons for,a rea- 
sonable use of it still exist and no- 
body would be more ready to assert 
that than the most eminent men in 
the Academy of Medicine here, 

The mask regulation, states the 
minister, is still in force In railway 
trains, street cars and in all inside 
places except one's own homes, Out- 
side of that it is left to the option of 
the persons themselves. 

The mask regulation applies to 
about two-thirds of the province and | 
the best interests of the whole field | 
must ,be considered. The southern ) 
{one-third is dealing with it through 
their municipal councils. Calgary 
and Edmonton are therefore in the 
same position as to the mask regula- | 
tion, states the minister. The regula- |

Views of Medical Profession \

| fresh air will not be excluded from 
houses, shops or people's lungs.” | 

And again dealing with the Medical) 
profession,—“Their view point is ab-| 
solutely right so far as protecting the | 
public is concerned, and will the pub- | 
lic, when occasionally they see a 
physician not wearing a mask, driving 
to see some out patients, please re- 
| member this, that physician has pro- 
| bably been in the Hospital continuous- 
ly four or five hours, perhaps more, he 
has been in the danger zone all the 
time, when he left the hospital and 
got into his car he discarded his mask, 
and will boil it or burn it at night, he 
| has a supply along, when he has gone 
possibly several miles {nto the country 
to see a patient, he will place a clean 
mask on, but he is working 18 honrs a 
| day, and the continuous wearing of the 
mask is injurious to him and tends to 
lower his vitality. Don't therefore 
think he is ignoring the law, or that 
he doesn't favor the regulation, as oc- 
casionally he wants to breathe un- 
trammelled the fresh air and brace 
himself for the balance of his long- 
houred day.” 

Workers Pin Faith on Mask. 

The reason We quote as ahove is 
this, that we know there Is a splendid 
army of workers all over this Prov- 
ince that have been. and are pinning 
thelr faith to the mask, and we don't 
want them to think that the opinions 
of competent medical men have 
changed, or that the public has been 
in any way misled. That is not the 
fact. The laboratory tests, which seem 
absolutely conclusive, prove that there 
is a danger zone of at least a ten-foot 
| minimum in a room where the air is 
‘quiet. What the danger zone {ts out- 
side when the wind is blowing, and 
| possibly parcels of dust flying, is pre- 
sumably impossible to test. The Me- 
dical Profession now says that the use 
of the mask, as the regulation is en- 
férced, is more injurious than help- 
ful. There was a tendency on the part 
of the public, as was pointed out at 
the efrlier meetings of the Medical 
Profession, to make a wrong use of the 
regulation, and to use the mask en- 
tirely more than was necessary out- 
side, and to discard it when they came 
inside. The diffiguity the Medical 
Profession had in dealing with prac- 
tical results, was, of course, greater 
|when we came to the administration 
of the regulation While the regula- 
tion was law, and suggestions were 
made, from time to time, as to a rea- 
sonable interpretation of it. this de-

Discounting the Soldier's Pay 

The Canadian soldier in Eng- 
land is paid in English money, at 
the rate of a pound for eaeh 
$4.86 2-3 due him. But the Eng- 
lish pound in Canada is worth only 
$4.72, 

The Canadian soldier in France 
is paid in French money, the frane 
being rated at ten pence. But the 
france is only worth seven pence 
halfpenny in English money. 

The Canadian soldier, whether 
in England or France, does not, 
therefore, get $1.10 per day. He 
gets that less the rate of exchange, 
which in England amounts to 
14 2-3 cents per pound, and in 
France to a still further discount 
based on the value of French 
money in English money, 

Continued through two or three 
or four years of service, this dis- 
count from the soldier’s small al- 
lowance amounts to a substantial

sum, which the Government of 
Canada claims to have paid hita 
but has not paid him. In fairness} 
a bonus should be given to the 
soldier at discharge to make up 
for this difference between what 
he should have got and what he 
did get, As illustrating what the 
difference amounts to, five dollar 
bills sent from Canada to soldiers 
in France have been sold there 
for thirty franes each, nominal 
value six dollars, the French mer- 
chants evidently being able to pay 
this for them and still make a pro- 
fit on re-converting them into 
French currency. 

This deduction from the pay of 
hundreds of thousands of men 
during years of service aggregates 
a huge sum of money, which, as it 
has not been paid to the Canadian 
soldiers, should be saved to the 
Canadian Government. That, per- 
haps, will be done in the final ac- 
counting, by balancing payments 
made by the British Government 
to the Canadian troops against 
payments made by the Canadian 
Government for British purchases 
in Canada. That certainly should 
be done. No intermediary agency 
should be allowed to gather a 
rake-off representing the differ- 
ence between what the Canadian 
Government nominally pays and 
what the Canadian soldier actual- 


ly gets.

But Germany was not mad 
when it committed the crime, It’s 
onslaught upon the liberties of the 
world was undertaken with the 
coolest deliberation, and after 
forty years of preparation; and | 
had for its motive the common 
and admitted object of plunder. 

Germany should be treated as a | 
criminal, not as a lunatic. If it is | 
‘‘mad’’ now it has only developed | 
the malady since it became appar- 
ent that its plan to loot the uni- 
verse had failed. It is not the mad- 
ness of sorrow from which it is 
suffering, but the raving of disap- 
pointed greed and impotent fury. 
That is no reason why it should 
not pay damages. 


Personal Responsibility 
For Causing War. 


It is perhaps an unavoidable 
misfortune that between the ar- 
rangement of the armistice and 
the conclusion of the peace terms a 
period should elapse during which 
the men who are mainly responsi- | 
ble for the war have a chance to 
make their escape. The Kaiser has 
shown the way, and daily reports 
show that the under-strappers are 
getting out of Germany into the 
supposed security of neutral coun- 
tries, by the dozen. 

The personal responsibility of 
the war-maker is a principle which 
the Allies must carry into effect 
if justice is to arrange the terms of 
settlement, and if persons in au- 
thority in future are to have the 
warning they should have against | 
using that authority to bring 
about war. The chances are that 
when peace is finally concluded 
few of the miscreants who eonspir- 
ed to project the present horror 
upon the world will be in Ger- 
many, and thus within reach of a 
clause requiring that they be 
handed over for trial and punish- 
ment, 

They must be sought in the neu- 
tral countries in which they are 
taking refuge. If to compel their 
delivery to justice requires that 
the popular conception of state 
sovereignty be recast, and that 
the conventions which hedge about 
the right of a nation to protect its 
residents be rewritten, that should 


be dope. We are-living in a new 
era, which the security of the 
world must take precedence over 


the traditions of state rights and 
sovereign powers so far as_ these 
come into conflict with it.

All returned soldiers who have 
been honorably discharged from ser- 
vice may secure entry for one hun- 
dred and sixty acres of land and se- 
cure title thereto by compliance with 
certain conditions as to residence and 
cultivation. A loan may be made to 
a returned soldier who is settled on 
the land, up to an amount not exceed- 
ing $2,500 for any of the following 
purposes: (a) Acquiring of land for 
agricultural purposes. (b) The pay- 
ment of encumbrances on lands used 


for agricultural purposes. c) The 
improvement of agricultural lands. 
(d) The erection farm bulidings. 


(e) «he purchase of stock, machin- 
ery and equipment. (f) Such other 
purposes as the board may approve. 
The money loaned must be expended 
under the supervision of the Soldiers’ 
Settlement board, This law is in ef- 
fect at the present time.
